The act approved February 25, 1920, estahlishes & commission to
be known s the Monnt Rushmore National Memorial Commission
for the parpose of eompleting the cnrvine of the Mount Rushmore
N ationnl Memorin? on Rushmore Mountain, 1 prominent peak of the
Hardey Range of the Black Hills of South Dakotn.  The memorial
is désigned to commemorate the founding, expansion, preservation,
anel uniliention of the United States.  Colossal’hgures of Washington,
Jolfer=on, Lineoln, and Roosevelt are to be carved upon the face
of the meuntain, tozether with an entabluture of the story of Amenica
written by President Coolidge. ;

The act provides that one-hall of the enst of the memorial and
landseaping shall be borne by the United States and suthorizes an
upproprintion of $230,300 therefor. :
